THE ENGLISH STAGE.

—_—
Life Bohind the Scemew,

Sketches of the singular life which 1s lod be-
bind the ecenes of the theatre huve always
possesked s pecnlisr interest to nll who oare
anything sbout thealrical matters. It s & world
by itself, with its own peculiar customs and
rogulations, for, ultra Bohominn as it may seem,
it is as gnbject o s own lnwe a2 the fashionn-
ble or the religlons world, What some of these
regulations and costoms are we find interest
Ingly set forth in a reeemt article in Chambers'
Journal, which is scourste so far ns regards the
Foglish stage. There e newly engnged aclor
is obliged to sign wset of “rules,” of which the
fullowing may aford un exnmple;—

“L. Every member of the company reguired
to aedist In the pationul sothem: also to give
their services for thye music of ;‘I'rnhﬂu‘r, mns.
quernde snd dirge of Homeo and Juliet, music
ol Fizarro, ote, 2. Ten minutes allowed for
change ol dress, 3, Ten minutes' grace sliowed
for gitlerence of clocks, for the trst rebearsal

only. 4. Ko perlormer allowed in front of the
bouge betore or aner performing the same
eveuing, 6, Auy mumber of the company going

on tLe stage, either ut rehearsal or at night, in
A state of iotoxlestion, to forfeit one wook's
galury, or 1o receive immedinte dismisanl at the
option of the manager. 6, For addressing the
tudicnce withonl the sanotion of the mannge-
meni, to forfeit dve shillings, [In some theatres
1his is & guinea torfeit,] 7. For ueing bad lan-
gunge, or being guilty of vlolept couduet, one
cuinea, 8, For npeplecting stoge business, as
arranged by the stage-mannger al rehearsul, dve
shillines, 9, For belng ab:ent at rehearsal —
for the firsl soene, one shilling: for every suoe-
ceeding soene, sixpence, 10, For erossing the
stoge duoring perlormaunce, five shillings, 11,
For lond spoaking at the wings and entrances
during busiuess, two shilhngs. 12. Far belng
impertect at night, suflicient tme having been
llowed for study, five shillings, 18. For re.
fusirg to play any part, such character being in
necordinee with the terms of engagement, one
guinea, 14, For keeping the stage waiting,
two-and-sixpence. 16, 'or detaining prompr-
beok beyond the time arranged by stage-
mennger, two shillings, 16, On beneflt ocen-
sions, pieces geleoted to be submitted for the
approval ot the management belore lssuing bills
or finpouncements,”

In addition to these reansonable rules, there are
others of & more siringent und arbitrary cha-
riacter, One 14 glven which must have been in-
vented by 4 wag:—*‘Rule twelve—Actorsare re-
quested not to grumbie and stay, but to grumble
and go.” This must be regarded as a downright
suzpension of the constitutional privileges of
petition and complaint of grievances, but was
doubtless only atmed ot the ¢hronle grumblors
who infest every profession,

As to the wardrobe, in the English proviueial
theatres the Indles bave to ind everythineg for
themselves; pentiemen are only reqaired to
have modern dresses of thelr own, and pro-
prriice—namely boots, tights, hats, feathers,
wigs, cancs, swords, buckles, ete.—thoogh
many, who are particulur us to ftit, prefer dre s.
ing themselves, even whon the stock wardrobe
is large nnd vurions,

(m this subject of dress the Journal has some
advice that might be applicable in this country,
It snys:—

“Many ladies and gentlemen who ought fo
know better, if they ean but attire themeelves to
thelr satisfaction, throw ull other considerations
into the backaround—a lamenwable mistake
that, as aithough dress has 8 certuin influence
with the Deitish publie, it pever yet was known
to drag ao actor throough a part; and it must be
extiomely pullivg to a bnd aud imperfect per-
former Lo have 8 warm veception given him ene
tucly on that gcore, us it sometimes ha pens,
and to hear the gouds shout h(.‘lll‘l-ﬂj':—'llll'nj\'(}

tho dress!” One should try to hit the happy
madliume An Ahils respoct; sud Vo Py aue regard

to propricty of costume, without neglecting
other eseentinle, The style and cutof astage
garment are of more consequence than the
quality or nature of the muaterial of whaeh it is
composed, and the correct dress of the perlod
certaloly enlinnees the beauty of the play: yet
in the Sdiool jor Seandal nod other elegunt
comedies of the same date the gentlemen gones
rally sport moustaches; and 4 ‘siar’ appears in
Guy Mannering without previonsly shavine oflf
his whiskers aud imperia!, Bul carelessnezs in
these and other such instancesis not hulf so
censarable w8 the downright weoorance that is
oceasionnlly to be met with in the profession.”
We doubt if the pleasant picture the Journal
draws of the green-room banguets of former
times could have been H'lltl.llully fketched on
this side of the Avlantic. Itsays:—
GREEN-ROOM BANQUETSH,

“Only afew yeuars sinee, three or four of the
principul towns In & county formed a pleasant
oircuit. Tuke, for instauce, York, Leeds, and
Hull, where salaries were good and certain all
the yedr round, save in Passlou week, when the
theatres were clored, Different managers now
teke these establishmen's, and open them only
in the winter. When the writer ol this paper
wis 8 member of the troupe acting in that efr
cuit, there were many comforts sttached Lo the
situgtion that have since been abolished; there
were dressers and call boy, and properties sup-
pozed to be eatalile and drinkablg wore fit to be
?io\u!];'n\f'ql. I havs sat down to an excellent
S e 1 High Life Below Slairs; as ‘Oliver
Twist' T bave enjoyed mf ham-sandwiches and
bottled porter; as ‘Paul,’ in the Wandering
Boys, huve partnken of a eavory veal-pie; asa
fairy at the christening feast of a beautiful prin-
coss (alterwards the ‘Sleeping Beauoty in the
Wood') have eaten boenrtil (pheasant, but not
characterstie. 1 admithy of a vrund cold enlla,

tion, whereal fignred fowls, tongue, tartiets,
Jellies, ices, tipsy-cake, choice fruits, and cham-
pagne. This spread was o trest given by the
mangger on Wis birthday, snd, of conrse, was
not 'a thing of custom.' ‘Those days are gone,
Floranthe,” More recently 1 have, in the same
establishments, made one of the party st horrid
‘Barmecide’ bapquets, where pasteboacd fralts,

Affout a handred persons of both sexes were
returning from the fair at the village, and en
tered the ferry boat to ecross the Volga, The
versal was unusually crowded, and when neas
the opposite shore the ferryman demanded
payment of the fares. The crowd of passen
gers was in consequence thrown into a state of
motion and the boat capsized. Sixty-three
persons wers drowned.

Inucrr Digrvamion 18 ENGLAXD AxD
LAND.—In the seven years 180060 there were
four hundred and sixty-one convictions in
England and sixty-four in Scotland for illicit
distillation of spirits from molasses, grain, or
other materinls, but it does not appear that
any of them were for distillation of spirits
from foreign wine. The highest conviction in
England was for L0600, but in Beotland there
weore convictions for £2000, £3600, and £4000,

Amugemexts I8 Pans.—The total receipts
frome the thestres, danoug-rooms, conoerts,
and other places of public amusemesnt in Pariz
in the month of August amounted o 2,246, -
SO (449,000, showing a decrease of 43, 5001,
on the previons month. Duoring the five
months that the exhibition has been opened,
the returns for the theatres alone have ex-
ceeded those of the corresponding period of
last year by 2,521,2501,

Carrie Crossixg Moxt Cexi.—Italy con-
tinues to supply large quantities of cattle to
France. Letters from Dijon report that herds
of one hundred, one hundred and fifty, and
even two hundred oxen are constantly passing
through that town from Lombardy on their
way to Paris, The animals cross Mont Cenis
on foot as far as San Michel, where they are
placed in cattle trucks on the railway,

Smasroron.—The English burial gronnds
around Bebastopol extend over forty miles of
country, and are onme hundred and forty in
number, but are falling inte decay. The
graveyards are =aid to be so overrun with
weeds and brambles that many tomba are no
longer visible. They are under the snperin-
tendence of the Dritish Consul at Kertch,

Tue Varvs or Nerries,—Sow and plant net-

tles, says M. Xavier Garenne, nudp alld the
landg in the south and the wastes in the other
parts of France will be converted into green
and profitable fields., He wonders that the
world is so slow to learn the great economic
value of this robust plant, which will grow
sverywhere,

106,500 births in London, an increase of 4000
over the previons year.
